Judge Bracken Hits Politics 
In Plug for Judicial Reform 


Judge Robert L. Brackon, Dixon, Tuesday rocked the house execu- 


tive committee hearings in Sprfngfield on the proposed judicial amend- 
ment to the Illinois Constitution with his testimony advocating the 
amendment, drafted by the Illinois State and Chicago Bar associations. 


Judge Bracken cited his own 


rase history in showing "that the 
present system for selecting judges 
is so bad that any change couldn't 
help but be an improvement." 


Judge Bracken's testimony was 


particularly significant in view of 
the fact that the fate of judicial 
reform campaign, being conducted* 
by civic leaders and lawyers, is 
apparently in the hands of the 
house. This week the senate execu- 
tive committee approved the judi- 
cial amendment, and the senate is 
expected to adopt it next week by 
the required two-thirds vote. 


Judge Bracken, describing in de- 


tail to the legislature how the 
present system works, declared, 
"If you can find a worse system 
than the one we now have, I don't 
know what it would be." 


Judge Bracken's testimony con- 


demning the 
power 
of precinct 


committecmen in selecting judges 
made nn apparent impact on the 
legislators. 


He described how the Republi- 


cans dominate politics in Northern 
Illinois, how political maneuver* 


ings made it necessary for him to 
run for judge on the Democratic 
ticket despite the fact that he was 
a lifelong Republican. 


"The 
precinct committeemen, 


like some legislators who have 
made similar statements here to- 
day," 
Judge 
Bracken declared, 


"said they represented the opinion 
of the people, that they did not 
really oppose 
me 
for political 


reasons. The fact is I carried every 
precinct in my home area. That 
reflected the true opinion of the 
people." 


Charging 
that 
"we 
must do 


something to take the rotten poli- 
tics out of our judicial system," 
Judge Bracken joined civic lead- 
ers, lawyers and judges from all 
over the state who urged adoption 
of the amendment, drafted by the 
bar associations. 


"If the legislature can come up 


with a belter plan, that's fine," 
said Judge Bracken. "But the bar 
plan is rcrlainly an excellent im- 
provement over our present politi- 
cally dominated tytrtem."

WASHINGTON UP)—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower said today 
he disagrees with Senator 
Taft's statement that this 
country "might as well forget 
the United Nations as far as 
the Korean war is concerned." 


The President also told a news 


conference that the forthcoming 
Big Three meeting in Bermuda 
may not necessarily lead to a Big 
Four session with-Russia. 


Wants Developments 


Developments would have to jus- 


tify a conference with Soviet lead- 
ers, he said. 


The Big Three session is a 


planned meeting of Eisenhower, 
British Prime Minister Churchill 
and the French premier, to be held 
at Bermuda in the latter part of 
next month. Churchill has said he 
hopes it will be followed by a top 
level meeting with the Russians 
on East-West tensions. 


Eisenhower's declaration that he 


disagrees with Taft was in response 
to a question. 


Biggest Split 


Jt is the widest divergence of 


opinion that has developed between 
the President and the Senate Re- 
publican leader since the new ad- 
ministration took office. 


Eisenhower emphasized, howev- 


er, the he believes-Taft has a right 
to his convictions. 


The question, as put to Eisen- 


hower, was whether he shares 
Taft's view that the United States 
might as well forget the United 
Nations as far as the Korean War 
is concerned. 


The President replied no. 
Taft made the statement in a 


speech read for him in Cincinnati 
Tuesday night. 


Other Remarks 


Taft also said at that time: 
"I think we should do our best 


now to negotiate this truce (in Ko- 
rea) and if we fail, then let Eng- 
land and our other allies know that 
we are withdrawing from nil fur- 
ther peace negotiations in Korea." 


Eisenhower, after replying with 


a single negative to the question, 
said he wanted to explain his posi- 
tion a bit. 


He went on to say he has had a 


great denl of experience in dealing 
with coalitions and that it is al- 
ways a difficult task.

SEOUL, Friday—W>~The Chin- 


ese Reds sent *1,500 troops smash- 
ing into 
Western outpost 
near 


Panmunjom Thursday night after 
6,500 Communists seized five hills 
in Central Korea. 


In" one of the biggest attacks of 


the year the Reds struck behind 
thunderous artillery fire in the 
West, hitting outposts, Vegas, Car- 
son, Elko, East Berling, Berlin 
and The Hook. 


The Hook and Vegas, two of the 


most bitterly fought-over hills in 
the West, took the brunt of the 
Chinese 
attack 
and 
apparently 


held firm. 


The Hook, one of the major po- 


sitions guarding the invasion route 
to Seoul from the northwest, was 
hit by three Red battalions, near- 
ly 2,000 men, in three assaults. 
The mam blow was parried 
but 


fighting still was going on early 
Friday. 


Light Skies 


An officer at the front, where 


earlier attacks by the Reds had 
been reported 
stalled, said 
the 


skies over The Hook were lit con- 
tinually by the fierce artillery

By midnight the Chin-

The situation at Carson, Elko,

the situation." 


Heavy fighting also was in pro- 


gress on the Central Front, where 
early Thursday 6,500 Chinese seiz-.

The South 
Koreans had beaten the Reds back 
from five other outposts.

$11.20 a Week 


This brings her $11.20 a week— 


before taxes—and it goes into the 
family budget. 


There is a wistful quality about 


Mrs. Tanner's face, the look all 
living things wear that bear the 
yoke of sacrifice and hardship over 
many years. One morning I asked 
her to tell me the story of her life, 
and she laughed and said, "Oh, it 
would fill a book." 


But she sat down, and over a 


cup of tea she told me this: 


"I came of a large family and 


went to work at l-t, and I have 
been working ever since. I mar- 
ried at 17, and have lived 38 years 
in the same rented house.

He pointed out there has been 


a 99'i per cent increase in car 
thefts during the past four years. 
Since officers iccovcr 90 to 92 per 
cent of the stolen vehicles, it 
means a total loss of some 20 mil- 
lion dollars a year to car owners 
and insurance companies.

Ike Strives for Sound Balance 


Between Outlays and Cuts 
• 


For a good while President Eisenhower has been stand- 


ing in a heavy crossfire. From one side he has been fired 
upon by men who think nearly any economy is a peril to the 
nation's security. From the other, he has been shot at by 
men who believe his economy proposals fall far short of real- 
izable goals. 
* 


But in his budget-tax-security speech, the president dis 


'closed he is well armored for this combat. He is determined 
"to avoid extremes of either spending or cutting. He proposes 
.(to hew to a middle line he feels will lead to the best kind of 
security for Americans. 
„ 
Mr. Eisenhower made the case for this approach strong- 


ly and convincingly. If he can help it, he will not allow budget 
/eductions which would imperil America. And he measures 
•the danger from the Soviet Union as both real and large. 


On the other hand, neither will the president blandly as- 


sume that genuine savings are impossible. Quite the con- 
"trary, he believes economies must be achieved if the .United 
^States is to gain in a military way and yet not yield another 
"..'sort of victory to the Russians. That victory could come 
!'from a ruinous American inflation, from a steady sapping 
-of our resources until we were bled white, from costly build- 
ups toward successive crises whose decisive moments are al- 
ways just around the corner. 


Mr. Eisenhower sees the Russian threat as long contin- 


uing. He does not think the menace will reach a peak by 
some stated deadline, and then fade. Any program attuned 
to this latter notion he views as unwise and impractical. He 
wants to plan for sound, satisfying American living in an 
^'"age of danger." 


He acknowledges that many honest men measure the 


speril differently. They feel the only safety rests in a given 
number of planes by 1955, or so many atomic artillery pieces, 
<or 50 H-bombs, and so on. The president has let all these 
* pleaders state their cases fully and vigorously. 


But in the end he has overridden them. He declares that 


anything less than total mobilization for war puts the nation 
on a guesswork basis in terms of security. In consequence, 
''he thinks it foolish to insist we are lost if we do not have that 
certain number of air wings, or bombs, or tanks. 


What he plainly seeks is to put the nation into what 


t might be called an agile posture of defense—a position from 
Iwhich it could spring to action against hostile attack and hold 
^.off the enemy effectively until full mobilization could be 
gained. 


* This is Mr. Eisenhower's policy for national security. 


•Having determined upon it, he moves-easily and logically 
-to these other propositions: That there can be substantial 
•;cuts in defense and foreign aid spending but these must stop 
.short of checking the development of flexible, well-toned de- 
fense muscles. That there can be no real tax cuts until slow, 
prudently engineered savings bring an end of deficits in sight. 
* 
The men who want budget cuts and tax slashes at any 


•«cost do not like this plan. The president is clearly aligned 
^against them. Whether he prevails, whether his whole se- 
^curity program prevails, may depend finally on the support 
he is able to draw from the people. 
'•;' 
They must decide whether he is senselessly overburden- 
ing them or whether, with his unique experience in military 
-matters, he is trying scrupulously to strike a sound balance 
•that will bring both reasonable security and a gradual easing 
.of a crushing load.

Ragweed, Grass Pollens 
Main Hay Fever Causes 


IJy EDWIN P. JUKOON. M. O. 


Most victims of "hay fever" do 


not have fever and their trouble 
does not come from hay. In the 
late spring or early summer, how- 
ever, there are some who sutfer 
with sneezing, runny noses or wat- 
ery eyes. 
This goes by various 


names, including rose cold, sum- 
mer cold, spring hay fever. 
It is 


often caused by grass pollens. 


Hay fever is usually caused by 


plant pollens floating in the air. 
Several different pollens can oro- 
duce the symptoms of hay f^vei, 
although the ragweeds and their 
relatives are responsible for more 
trouble in the United States and 
Canada than any others. 


Timothy. June grass and Ber- 


muda grass are important sources 
of spring hay fever. The first two 
—Timothy and June grass, are the 
worst in the northern parts of the 
United 
States, whereas in the 


south, Bermuda grass is the most 
important. 


Timothy, which is also known 


as herd's grass, rat-tail or sol- 
dier's feather, grows wild and 
under cultivation through nearly 
all of North America. This grass 
sheds its pollen in late June and 
early July. This takes place prin- 
cipally in the early hours of morn- 
ing, shortly after midnight, and 
just after sunrise. 


June grass, or Kentucky blue 


grass, as it is sometimes called, is 
the 
principal pasture grass in 


America, though it is rarely cut 
for hay since it does not grow high 
enough. This grass sheds its pol- 
len in May and early June. 


The other important grass, Ber- 


muda grass, is sometimes called 
scutch grass, dog's tail, or Indian 
doob. It is found as far north as 
New York and Massachusetts, but 
it is principally a southern grass. 
It tolerates the heat well and polli- 
nates during the early and middle 
summer, depending on the geogra- 
phical location. 


KAGWEED WORST 


Generally speaking, the symp- 


toms from grasses are not as se- 
vere ns those from ragweed. But 
the grasses do cause some trouble, 
and many people who are sensitive

today to why the city is hiring 
private painters to repair and re- 
deocrate the city hall when it is 
stipulated in the revised city ordi- 
nances that city firemen perform 
such duties. 


According to Article 2, Section 


1-J. of the ordinances:

Welch explained that firemen

to men who have to man trucks in 
short order, Welch contended.

Neither the King nor the Queen 


wished the Princesses to grow up 
to be athletic women.

There are bascially two general 


classifications of grips, the inter- 
locking and overlapping. 
Each 


may have one or more variations. 


The interlocking, which I will 


discuss in this lesson, has become 
my personal choice. 
This is a 


combination palm and finger grip 


The left hand is placed firmly 


on the shaft with the shaft running 
diagonally across the hand, and ex- 
tending from the left 
forefinger 


across the butt of the hand. 


Looking down on the left hand, 


you should be able to see the first 
two knuckles of the hand. Also, the 
V formed between the left fore- 
finger and thumb should be point- 
ing over your right shoulder. Those 
are your two check points for the 
left hand. 


Your thumb should be extended 


down the shaft slightly on the in- 
side. This should leave the pres- 
sure oh the last three fingers. The 
club should be held firmly but 
not tensely. 


The right hand performs almost 


completely as a finger grip. 


The right hand should be placed 


on the shaft immediately below 
the left hand, as close as possible, 
so the two perform as a unit. The 
more 
closely together the two 


hands perform, the belter grip. 


J.oin the two hands even more 


closely as a unit by interlocking 
the little finger of the right hand 
with the forefinger of the left. 
Since the left thumb has been ex- 
tended down the shaft, it will fit 
snugly into the heel of the right 
hand when the grip is completed. 


With the thumb of the riqht 


hnnd wrapped around the shaft, 
thij will leave most of the pres- 
sure of th« right hand exerted by j

year. 


Heretofore, tho proposal dragged 


because of some Republican dis- 
satisfaction with the idea of having 
nominating commissions made up 
of lawyers and lay men,* evenly di- 
vided.

nesday before the committee voted 
because of a change suggested by 
Sen. Everett R. Peters (R-St. -Jo- 
seph.)

Peters suggested that the legis- 


lature be allowed to decide the 
manner in which the nominating 
commission is selected and its 
composition. 


Then, if the legislature failed to 


act, the commissions would con- 
sist of half lawyers and half lay- 
men.

Taft's UN Views Raises 
Some Vital Questions

WASHINGTON UP>-Scn. Taft, in 


suggesting 
the U. S. forget its 


United .Nations allies in Korea, 
omitted an important point: what 
should the U. S. then do, all by 
itself, if the truce talks fail: Quit 
Korea? Start all-out war in Asia? 
He didn't say. 


This is the latest of many opin- 


ions by the Ohio Republican, who 
concedes he is not a military ex- 
pert, since the start of the Korean 
War in June. 1950. 


Two 
nights 
ago 
Eisenhower 


thought it necessary, with the Ko- 
rean Truce talks at their most 
critical stage, to issue a statement 
stressing American and Allied sup- 
port of U. N. Principles. A few 
hours later. Taft. hospitalized in 
Cincinnati, had his son deliver a 
speech for him. In it he said: 


Forgot UN" 


"I believe we might as well for- 


get the United Nations as far as 
the Korean War is concerned. 
I 


think we should do our best now 
to negotiate this truce and, if we 
fail, then let England and our other 
allies know that we are withdraw- 


ing from all further peace negotia- 
tions in Korea." 


Here are some of Taft's other 


ideas on Korea since the war 
started there: 


Jan. 5, 1951. He denounced what 


he called Truman's policy of try- 
ing to stop communism in Asia 
and Europe and suggested resist- 
ing Communist aggression through 
superior air and naval power in- 
stead of a huge army. 


Jan. 7, 1951. He suggested the 


U. S. pull out of Korea and set 
up a Pacific defense line based 
on Formosa and Japan. 


Jan. 17, 1951. Taft. disagreeing 


with U. N. truce proposals at the 
time, said "since we can no longer 
rely upon the U. N.. it is obvious 
that for some years we cannot 
hope to resist Chinese aggression 
in Korea—we should retire." 


Oct. 15, 1951. He said "we cannot 


withdraw without admitting a mili- 
tary defeat by China, but a stale- 
mate peace on the 38th parallel is 
better than a stalemate war at the 
38th parallel."

blood.

In an 18-point brief. Bloch con- 


tended, among other things: 


That the Rosenbergs weren't ac- 


cused of betraying the nation in 
wartime, but only of conceiving a 
plot in wartime to transmit atom 
secretes to Russia "at a time not 
designated in the indictment." 


This would mean they were sub- 


ject to a maximum penalty of only 
2 years in prison, he said, not 
death as is allowed for wartime 
spies. 


Bloch also contended the judge 


treated the defendants as traitors 
convicted of treason, rather than 
espionage. 


Dctiuc Treason 


Treason, under the Constitution,- 


is limited to levying war against 
the U. S. or adhering to its ene- 
mies in wartime. Russia was not 
an enemy of the U. S. at the time 
of the atomic conspiracy. 


Kaufman, in sentencing the pair, 


took cognizance of this point, but 
said it docs not "reduce the enor- 
mity of the offense." 


Bloch also claimed the penalties 


were invoked as "instruments for 
the coercion of confessions." 


The government has hinted the 


Rosenbergs could win clemency by 
telling all they know about fellow- 
conspirators. The husband-and-wife 
spy team have maintained, how- 
ever, they are innocent and have 
nothing to confess. 


Fif 111 Army Cuts 
Civilian Payroll 


CHICAGO ffi— The Fifth army 


reported Wednesday its civilian 
payroll in the 13 states under its 
jurisdiction has been reduced by 
1,400 persons since Jan. 31. 


An army spokesman said the 


cutback was accomplished largely 
by not hiring replacements (or per- 
sonnel who left voluntarily. 


Some 600 civilians have been cm- 


ployed at Ft. Custer. Mich., which 
will close officially Monday. Some 
have been transferred to other 
army posts. 


The 13 states in the Fifth army 


area are Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Nebraska, North and South Da- 
kota. Kansas, Missouri, Colorado 
and Wyoming.

UAW Contract Drive Ends 
As Chrysler Corp. Signs

DETROIT WP>— A new agreement 


with Chrysler Corp. has all but 
wrapped up the CIO United Auto 
Workers' drive for wage and pen- 
sion improvements in the union's 
five-year contracts with the auto 
industry's Big Three producers. 


After only nine hours of nego- 


tiations, Chrysler and the UAW 
came to terms Wednesday night 
on contract amendments matching 
the best granted within the past 
five day by General Motors and 
Ford. 


Chrysler, as Ford did Monday, 


went beyond the pace-setting Gen- 
eral Motors terms of last Friday 
by boosting maximum pensions to 
$137.50 a month. The companies 
pay everything above primary so- 
cial security benefits of $85 a 
month. 


Otherwise the Chrysler amend- 


ments are virtually identical to 
those made by both GM and Ford. 


• 
I m m e d i a t e l y after the new 


Chrysler changes were announced, 
the UAW reportedly re-contacted 
General Motors and asked it bring 
its pension plan up to the Ford 
and Chrysler levels. GM now has 
maximum $l30-a-month pensions. 


The Chrysler contract improve- 


ments, effective June 1. will apply 
to 114,000 hourly rated and 6,000 
salaried employes and to about 
1,900 
pensioners. Robert W. Con- 


der, Chrysler vice president^ in 
charge of industrial relations, said 
they will add $7,000,000 a year to 
the payroll. 


These 
changes now apply 
to 


more than 700,000 workers in the 
Big Three's plants: 


1. Nineteen of the 24 cents gain- 


ed under cost-of-hving adjustments 
since 1950 will be applied to base 
rates and cannot be wiped out by 
any plunges in price levels.
